30 feet long on one side of the road, 
and narrowing down to zero on the 
opposite side.

Kunze, 8 Others

man-American Bund, and eight Bund 
associates were sentenced Friday to 
serve one year to 14 months in slate 
prison on charges of violating New 
Jersey's "race-hatred" law. 


Two of them were also fined $2,- 


000 each and the other seven ?!,- 
000 each. 


The men had been inducted on 


charges of making or permitting anti- 
Semitic speeches at the Bund camp 
Nordland in Andover township. They 
elected to file a demurrer challeng- 
ing the constitutionality of the law 
and denying the seriousness of the 
charges, instead of standing trial. 


Judge John C. Losey of the Susscz 


county court overruled the demurrer 
January 7 and imposed the sentences 
Friday. 


An appeal motion was immediately

Klisura were reported Friday to have 
found heaps of Italian dead and many 
wounded in abandoned Fascist posi- 
tions. 


A Greek spokesman said four Ital- 


ian counter attacks had been repulsed 
with 200 Italian prisoners laken in 
two days, and later reports from the 
Albanian front said that the charges 
had such disastrous results that Ital- 
ian commanders had to call off of- 
fensive action in order to reorganize 
their forces. 


Some Fascist units were said to have 


lust as many as half their men. Among 
their captives, the Greeks said, were 
several officers, all belonging to units 
fresh from Italy.

Frank H. Dodge Friday upheld the 
validity of Gov. Homer M. Adkins' 
$137,000,000 highway refunding bill, 
adopted by the legislature last week, 
and cleared the way for a quick re- 
view in the state supreme court. 


The chancellor acted after a brief 


hearing by sustaining a defense de- 
murrer and dismissing a friendly suit 
filled by Fulkerson of Baucurn, a 
bondholder. 


Attorneys expressed hope that the 


supreme court would consent to ad- 
vance the case for a final decree by 
February 1.

Scripture, as has often been said, 


can be used to support almost any 
sort of cause, or argument. The de- 
vil quoted it in his temptation of 
Jcsus, but Jcsus refuted it, quoting 
Scripture with nobler purpose and 
better effect. 


Those who have used the Bible 


against advocates of temperance and 
to uphold the use of alcoholic liquor 
as a beverage have to contend against 
some bitter 
Bibical 
indictments. 


These are based upon the evidence of 
the evil and misery that have in- 
evitably been in the wake of the 
use of strong drink. 


The opening verse of our lesson 


is one of these. It is strong and de- 
vastating in its pronouncement, "Woe 
unto him 
thjat giveth his neigh- 


bor drink," and it is scathing in its 
characterization of the results when 
alcohol has taken away man's or- 
dinary reason and restraint. 


Today we are in a lax age as re- 


Sards drinking and drinking habits. 
Public sentiment and practice, which 
a generation or less ago were strong- 
ly on the side of total abstinence, had 
changed toward laxity. What have we 
gained by it, as individuals, or in 
our social life? Temperance need 
not be confused with total abstin- 
ence; but total abstinence never in- 
jured anybody, while the drinking 
of alcoholic liquors has done plenty 
of harm, and the line between use 
and abuse lias never been very clear- 
ly marked. "Touch not, taste not, 
handle not," was a good motto and 
it will come back to its own some 
day, 
for the fruits of intemperance 


are becoming increasingly manifest. 


But a temperance lesson should go 


much farther than inculcating abstin- 
ence from strong drink. There have 
been tyrants and scourgers of their 
fellowmen who never drank a drop. 
Hitler, the world's present-day scourge 
is said to be an abstemious person. 
Man has a social responsibility that 
cannot be fulfilled in abstinence from 
anything. Its fulfillment can be only 
through positive attitudes and acts of 
good will and service.

Hybrid Corn 
Seed Required 
New Each Year 


Seed Should Never 
Be Selected 
From Farmer's 
Own Crop 


Hybrid seed corn should be bought 


each year from a reliable seed deni- 
er if the best results from hybrid 
corn nre lo be obtained, according 
to Oliver L. Adorns, county ngent. 


Many fanners, when growing the 


old established (open-pollinated) va- 
rieties, made it a practice to select 
their next ycnr's seed 
from 
their 


own corn crop. But if such a prac- 
tice is followed when planting hy- 
brid corn, the yield and uniformity 
of the following year's crop will be 
inferior to the original hybrid, the 
county agent was told by L. M. Hum- 
phrey of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture.

brid corn run no longer be accurate- 
ly cnllecl a hybrid corn, Dr. Humphrey 
explained. 


The reason why 
n 
hybrid corn 


breaks down when the sued lias been 
selected from 11 field grown the pre- 
ceding year is this: Hybrids are de- 
veloped by using inbred, or pure, lines 
of corn. These inbred lines, in them- 
selves, are 
low yielders and 
lack 


uniformity. But when two of these 
inbred lines nre properly crossed they 
produce a corn with high yielding 
ability. When pollination takes place 
in the field there occurs a form of 
self-pollination, whether 
the 
pollen 


fulls on the silks of its own plant 
or the silks of any other plant in 
the field, because the hybrid is made 
from two inbred lines of corn that 
are 
essentially the same in their 


benetic make-up. ConsBt|UentJy, this 
self-fertili/.ntion tends to break down 
the corn once more into inbred lines, 
which, among other tilings do not 
have tthe yielding ability of the hy- 
brid. 


If seed from n hybrid corn field 


produced better in 1940 than it did 
in 1939 
the generally excellent 1940 


reason for corn production as com- 
pared to the poor 1939 season, is the 
more 
logical 
reason 
for 
the 1940 


performance. 


"Always obtain hybrid corn plant- 


ing seed from a good seed dealer, and 
never save seed from your field to 
plant next year's crop," Dr. Humph- 
rey declared.

tests, conducted by the University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture in 
nil sections of Aikansas, and which 
included more, than 100 hybrids and 
open-pullinutfd 
varieties, are

Fall Off 


The major networks admit a neg- 


ligible number of complaints about 
their musical shows, think many of 
these are ASCAP-sponsored. ASCAP 
replies that listeners don't protest by 
phone or letter but by switching their 
dials to the ASCAP-licensed stations 
in their region. 


Sheet music sales have been hard 


hit, 
falling off to perhaps one-third 


of 1940's weekly average of 300,000 
copies. 
Radio-exploited BMI tunes 


have shown a sharp rise in sales, but 
not enough to offset the drop by 
ASCAP melodies and radio smiles, for 
Jt has long contended that radio 
makes songs, not songs radio. 


How ASCAP Listens For 


Infringements 


ASCAP is temporarily making no 


effort to find new channels through 
which to exploit its songs. But it is 
watching its old ones like a hawk. 
With 50 monitors blanketing the coun- 
try, it is listening with both ears (at 
a $1500-a-wcek cost) for infringement 
or plagiarism. 


Musical programs are recorded and 


then checked by a corps of copy- 
right experts. Already ASCAP thinks, 
it has over 100 sure violations on rec-' 
ord, 
but is waiting for further de- 


velopments before filing any action 
in court. 


BMI continues to grind out songs. 


It points to over 100,000 copies of orig- 
inal BMI sheet music it ships out 
weekly and compares this to the 30,000 
weekly average of any single ASCAP 
publisher in the old days. It points 
to its new discoveries, to the more 
than 1000 songs submitted to it on one 
day.
